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Residents Veto Window Breaking 
Ask Council For Safety Measures 

Criticism was leveled at the proposed city Hallowe’en pro¬ 
gram by a large group of educators and citizens who attended the 
city council meeting Monday night. As the result the “window¬ 
breaking” contest has been eliminated; all other events will take 
place as planned. 

The critics stated that the contest would encourage destruction 
and is contrary to educational theories. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Fugitt. principal _ 


of the Greenbelt center school, led 
the delegation, which also protested 
against prizes for the largest col¬ 
lection of goodies on Beggar’s 
Night (it encourages the waste of 
food), the window soaping at the 
center (it encourages mischief), and 
contests between children in too 
wide an age group. Ben Goldfaden, 
onetime recreation director for 
Greenbelt, joined in the protests. 

Mayor Betty Harrington pointed 
out that the recent editorial in the 
Evening Star criticizing the pro; 
gram was in error on at least two 
points. In the first place, she said, 
the council did not officially approve 
the program, and secondly, the 
“window-breaking” was misunder¬ 
stood. The recreation department’s 
plan (now dropped) was to set up 
a frame containing glass fragments 
taped together in a roped-off area. 

Laurel Hillers Speak 

Another delegation appeared at 
the council meeting from the IS 
court of Laurel Hill. Nelson L. 
Holton spoke for the group, asking 
a maximum of safeguards to pre¬ 
vent future accidents to children in 
that area. Spurred to action by the 
recent death of Danny Brown, the 
■ parents proposed s'igris stating the 
seven-mile-an-hour' speed limit in 
courts, a sign for dead-end streets, 
sidewalks along Laurel Hill, keep¬ 
ing all trucks out of the court, and 
improvement of the playground at 
the end of the street. 

Action was promised on the play¬ 
ground equipment, and a sign desig¬ 
nating Laurel Hill Road as a dead¬ 
end street will be purchased, City 
Manager Charles T. McDonald 
promised. The court speed limit is 
not enforceable, he said, because it 
conflicts with state laws. On Coun¬ 
cilman Thomas J. Canning’s motion 
the council passed a resolution au¬ 
thorizing the city manager to ask 
the city solicitor for an opinion, and 
if the local ordinance is definitely 
unenforcebale, to draft a bill 
to be presented at the next 
session of the State Legislature.. 

It was brought out in a discussion 
among council members and resi¬ 
dents that it was impractical to keep 
trucks out of courts, and that park¬ 
ing trucks in the road would attract 
the children to a more dangerous 
spot. 

Sidewalks Are PH A s 

Mayor Betty Harrington explain¬ 
ed to the delegation that sidewalks 
are the responsibility of Public 
Housing Administration, not the 
city government. She also thanked 
the two delegations to the meeting, 
saying that the council welcomes 
visitors and appreciates their sug¬ 
gestions. 

Referring directly to the accident 
on Laurel Hill, Mrs. Harrington 
said, “While no stone should be left 
unturned to make it the safest com¬ 
munity in the country, parents
